I  have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  on 
the  Sanitary  Condition  of  your  district  for  the  year  ending 
December  31st,  1925. 


The  estimated  population  for  1925  is  5,710,  being  02  less 
than  last  year. 

The  Birth  Rate.  The  number  of  births  registered  was 
70,  viz.  :  17  Roys  and  32  Girls,  2  boys  being  illegitimate,  and 
one  girl  illegitimate,  two  sets  of  twins  were  born.  This  gives 
a  Birth  Rate  of  13.70  per  1,000  of  the  population,  as  against 
11.03  for  1021.  Four  fewer  births  than  last  year. 


The  Registrar  General  gives  the  birth  rate  for  England 
and  Wales  for  1925  as  18.3  per  1,000  total  population. 

The  Death  Rate.  There  were  80  deaths,  viz.  :  30  males, 
and  17  females;  25  died  in  Institutions  outside  the  district. 
This  gives  a  rate  of  11.08  per  1,000  of  the  population  as  against 
10.7  in  1924. 


There  were  5  deaths  of  children  under  1  year  :  3  males  and 
2  females.  This  gives  a  raft*  of  03  per  1,000  births.

You  will  notice  from  the  above  report  that  the  number  of 
infectious  diseases  notified  is  very  considerably  less  than  last 
year.  1  attribute  this  to  the  improved  sanitation  and  close 
watch  kept  by  parents  and  school  teachers  and  health 
authorities  over  the  children. 


The  general  health  of  the  district  has  been  very  good. 
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The  fact  lliat  the  population  lias  decreased  by  (>2  will  help 
to  alleviate  the  small  amount  of  overcrowding.  I  have  only 
been  notified  of  one  case  during  the  year. 

The  water  supply  has  been  satisfactory. 

We  have  been  complying  with  the  scheme  laid  out  in  1924 
in  connection  with  the  W.C.  System,  and  it  has  been  most 
satisfactory.  There  have  been  11(1  re-constructed  to  water 
c  losets,  and  it  is  hoped  the  remainder  will  be  accomplished  at 
this  rate  when  possible.  All  the  covered  middens  cannot  be 
converted  owing  to  the  climatic  and  drainage  conditions. 

The  Cow  Sheds  and  Slaughterhouses  have  been  kept  in  a 
clean  condition,  and  repairs  have  been  executed  where  needed. 

Ambler  Thorn  School  was  closed  for  14  days  from  January 
nth  owing  to  a  measles  epidemic.

ASHPIT  CLEANING. — The  Council's  workmen  have 
cleaned  out  the  Privies  and  Ashpits,  also  the  Ash  Bins  for  tin- 
past  12  months,  and  under  this  arrangement  2,722  loads  of 
refuse  have  been  removed  and  about  20  loads  on  to  the  land. 

WATEIL — The  total  number  of  Mouses,  Shops,  and 
Schools  supplied  with  water  from  the  Council's  mains:  — 

To  December  21st,  1924  ...  1700 

To  December  21st,  1/25  ...  1702 

and  the  average  quantity  of  water  used  was  52,000  gallons 
per  day  for  domestic  purposes,  apart  from  the  quantity  used 
for  Trade. 

Four  Samples  of  water  for  analysis  were  taken  during  tin- 
past  year,  which  were  from  a  spring  which  supplied  12  houses; 
this  water  was  found  to  he  of  extra  good  quality,  hut  the  pipes 
for  conveying  this  water  were  found  to  he  defective  and  pollu¬ 
tion  was  caused  to  this  water  by  surface  drainage  from  the 
land.  This  has  been  made  good. 

COWSHEDS. — We  have  40  Oowkeepers  and  57  Sheds;  all 
have  been  kept  clean  and  in  good  order.

I  have  also  used  40  gallons  of  Fluid  for  the  disinfection 
of  Drains,  Sewers,  Flushing  Tanks,  Gullies,  and  Water 
Closets.
